Tase first annual message of the soldier Presi-
dens will exercise a tranquillizing and benefi. |
oial inflnence upon the country. While it
evadoa no important question, “and abounds
in suggostions, it containg nothing oaloulnted
to excite alarm and foreshadows no now
dangers, ‘

Ita reforences to foreign questions justify
the belief of Grant's supporters that while he
would jealously guard the national honor and
energetioally protect and promote the national
intoreats, he would carefully avoid nuneces.
sary wars, snd sparo no propér siforts to
maintain pesce with distant nations, while he
waa establishing it al home, ITe has neither
forgotton, forgiven, nor misunderstood the
policy pursued by Great Dritain during the
lato civil war, His frequont allusions to this
subjeot, and his earnest condemnation of the
Johnson-Clarendon  treaty, that it has
made a deep impression npon him,  Awnd yat
he manifests no fechng of vengeance. e
invitos an amicable and fair adjustment, hat
he gives uttorance to the sentiments of mil-
lions of his conntrymen when he says that “'a
sonsitive people, conscions of their power,
are more at ease nnder a greal wrong wholly
unatonod, than under the restraint of a sel-
tlsment which satiafiea neither their idens of
j'ﬂlﬁ(‘-ﬂ nor their grave sense of the grisvance
they have sustained.”

In regard to Cuba he has evidently rasolved
that, while ha will enforee the nentrality laws
and protect our interests in the West Indies, |
he will leave to Congress,
belongs, under exisling
the responsibility of deciding whether the in-
surgents shall be recognized sither as helliger-
onts or as an independent nation, Whatever |
may be our wishes or our sympathies, we
cannot conceal the fact that the Cubans
have not made such an irresistible show of
strength as wounld fairly entitle them to de.
mand recognition from our Executive, and
the beat claim that can be established in their
behalf is that their long-continued resistance |
to the Spaniards may justify Congress in |
awarding it

Another illustration of Grant's determina-
tion to avoid unnecossary broils with foreign |
countries is given by his reference to the |
bogus claimants to American citizenship, |
who, after being naturalized hers, return to |
their native homes in Enrope, reside there |
for years, and after having practically dis-
onrded their allogiance to the United States,
olaim our protection in time of war, to avoid
being prossed into military service. 'We had
an overabundant supply of sneaks of this de-
gcription in our own land at the time of the
draft, who besieged the British consuls for
certificates of British citizenship, after having
olaimed in time of peace that they were
thoroughly Americanized; and the DPre.
sident's familiarity with these proceedl-
ings has no doubt strengthenad his contempt '
of the false sentimentality which wonld
jeopardize the national peaco to protect meun
who are alike unfaithful to all governments
and ready to change their allegiance with
every change of circumstances. While it iy
our true policy to protect at every hazard
all bone fide citizens, adopted as well, as
native, it is folly to jeopardize our welfave for
the olass whom he justly places beyond the
pale of our sympathies,

Although the message does not dwell at lengt
upon the leading domestic questions of the
day, there is no want of explicitness. The
President favors a resumption of specie pay-
ments, but deems it neither practicable nor de-
sirable to enforce premature resumption, and
the business interests of the country will
breathe freer and deeper after the policy he
recommends is fully understood. While he
does mnot discuss the vexed question of
free trade or protection, he exhibits
an earnest desire* to at once extend
the commerce of the ocountry and to cherish
itsa vast manufacturing interests. He inti-
mates that he will probably send a special
message to Congress hereafler, directing al-
tention to various plans for the extension of
our commerce, which he deems the interast
moat seriously injured by the war, and in
mowt need of immediate assistance, But he
wisely looks to the West Indies, Mexico,
South America, aud to Asin as the fields of
the future expansione of our shipping interests,
rather than Euarope, which is becoming less
and less dependent upon our agricultural pro.
duots, while our demand for European manu-
faoctures diminishes. In this connection the
ship oanAl over the Isthmus of Darien
beoomes a work of vast national importance;
aad while itis not proposed to burden the
Troasury with any portion of the cosb of its
consbruction, it is highly proper that the Gov-
ernment should have the preliminary surveys
made and grant every needed diplomatio aid.

Reoonatruction, which was lately an absorb.
ing and overshadowing topic, is now so waell
advanoed that it possesses only secondary im.
portance. The references to it in the Message,
however, show that the President is deter-
mined to fully redecm the Republican pledges
of the last oampaign. While he is anxious
fo'promote the prosperity of the South, and
ready bo forgive past offenses, he is resolved
to orush any new symptoms of rebellion, and
ko ingist upon a faithful compliance with the
terms of final adjustment presoribed by Con-
groas. Horeasserts hisdesire ‘‘to seoure proteo-

Trx sensational rumors predicting precipilats |

resumption, which have inflicted great da- |

mage upon many important business inte-
rests, and which we have heretofore exposcd
and denounced in these colnmns, will receive
& quiclus in the official report of the Secralary
of the Treasury. No man can read it without
clearly secing thal resnmption ia a thing of
the future rather than the prosent, and that
the most that ean be prodently attempted in
this dircotion now is the commencement of
serious preparations for a return to specie
paymients,  When the ountstanding
fuuded at a lower rato of interest, and placed
in the hands of capitalists whose faith in
our solvency will not be shaken by every
new political excitement; when American in-
dustry is placed upon such a basis that our
exports exeeed our imports, and our ships
regain o fair proportion of our earrying trade;
and when the paper promises of onr (Govern-
ment are fully at par abroad as well as at
howe, it will be time enough to undertake
The
manner in which this whole subject is dis-
cusaed shonld set at rest for ever the nnno-
cessary alavms which have agitated all busi-
nesa cireles, and toially dispel the fears of
enterprising men that they wonld be suddenly
stricken down by their own Goyernment.,

The 'I'reasury hns done well, and is doing
well. It conld desire no better showing than
the execess of roceipta over expenditures dar-
ing the last fisoal year of fifty millions of
dollars, and the estimatod excess of receipts
during the present fisenl yeur of more than
vne bundred millions of dollars, In devising
lnws for the reduction of this surplas in fu-
ture years, the unpopulurity of the incoms
tax and the pressing demand for its abroga-
tion should he remembered by Congress, It
has proved in this country, a4 in England, fear-
fully unjust and nneqguul in its practieal ope-
ration, nolwithstanding its theoretioal fair-
ness, and its inguisitorial nature has made it
exceedingly odious. Whatever may be done
with other taxes, this, al least, shonld be re-
pealed or left to expire by limilation.

The Seorotary of the Treasuryis not re-
gardless of the necessity of incrensed bunk
circulation in some secltions of the ocountry,
especinlly the South and West, and yot he
treats this subject in a vory cauntious manner,
being evidently anxions to avoid the creation
of new barriers to resumption. He acknow-
ledges that, while a large amount of currency
has already been withdrawn from the North
to supply the wants of the Sonthern States,
their mnecessities will steadily increase for
the next two years; he anticipates as a result
of the completion of the Pacific
Railroad  that currency - instead of
coin will become the circulating
medivm of the Pacific coast, and that thirty
millions of dollars will be required for this
purpose alone; and yet he recommends that
he be empowered to “‘reduce the circulation
of United States notes in an amount not ex-
ceeding two millions of dollars in any one
month.” e considers that the extent of the
over issne of paper during the war can only
be accurately ascertained after the credit of
the Government is fully re-established abroad
ns well as at home; but meanwhile, if the
business of the conntry is not facilitated by
a sufficient supply of a circulating medium of
some kind, that credit may itself Le unneces-
sarily injured.

(GRANT ON SALARIES,
Presipext Guast in the concluding para-
graph of his messagealludes to the inadequate
salaries of some of the most important officers
of the Government, He probably thinks, and
very justly, that his own compensation is en-
tirely too small for the proper maintenance
of the dignity of his office, but as a specimen
case he only alludes to the Justices of the
Bupreme Court, who have had no increase. of
salary for fifteen years, while their labors have

been largely sugmented. and the price of.

living at least doubled, The President witha
tonchof sarcasm calls the attention of Congress
to thefact that twice during the same period
it has found it necessary to increase largely
the compensation of its own members, and
he expresses a hope that the duty which it
owea to the other departments of the Gov-
ernment will receive due consideration.
Members of Congress are able to see very
plainly the necessity for an advance of salary
when their own interests are concerned, but
when it comes to other people the importance
of economy looms up in gigantic propor-
tions, If Oongress wonld do away with the
perquisites of its members in the way of
“stationery”—which includes every conoceiv-
able artiole from pens, ink, and paper to fine-
tooth combs, tooth brushes, suspenders, cra-
vats, gloves, lomons, whisky, cigars, and a
thousand and one other trifles of like char-
aoter—enough would be saved to pay the
Prosident and other ohief officers of
salaries  in propoertion
to the'extent and importance of their ser-
vices, It 18 certain that their salaries aro at
the prosont time disgragefully small, the Pre-

debt is |

sident reoeiving no more than was paid to the
firat incumbent of the office at the foundation
of the Government, more than thres-quarters
of a oentury ago. President Cirant is not
personally intereated in this matter, ps under
the Constitution his own emolnmenta ¢annot
bo inoreased during his tarm of office, and his
recommendation ought to reosive the atten-
tion of Congress, although it is doubtful
whether it will.

Tar Yorn does not belisve that there is any
good in nowspapers, and in effect he has inti-
mated in very plain terms that he considers
them to be instruments in the hands of Satan
for corrupting the souls of men. It iz not to
bs wonderad at, therosfors, il he discounte-
nances such troublesome fellows as roportors
and correspondents. The I'ope has no dis-
position to be interviewed, and he does not
intend that the procssdings of hia big conneil
